"The question," said a Vancou-', 
ver lady yes-.erdayi;..''i9 open:- to 
a doubL and the more on^ looks in- 
to- ihe' que&tion the ' more -'firmly, 
one comle.^ t obelieve they are not 
T-hese laws pertaining t owomeii' 
have excited considerable* 'dverse 
comment, frojm time to time, but so 
far no steps have been taken to 
remedy them. The laws of this 
province, when compared with 
,hose,ofv8ome prpyijicea tits i^sry 
unfair, shli;; flJily recently at a 
public meetlimg held at O'EriPii 
Hall, one of Vancouver'a prominent 
polLtliciana ire«narked that about 
ceir'.ain enactments npwJiere on the 
statute books of Canada coiild a 
more- disgraceful piece of iegiala- 
tion be found. 

"Eut to the general public and to 
.eirangcrs coming hi-r'e these varia 
tions in the laws of different pro- 
vii.i.:e3 are i.praciticjajly ,^unknown, 
and it ihas, happened that; not until 
wme poor woman was left alone 
did they realize the difference:. 

"Hi some provinces of Canada, 
should a man die witthout a will 
leaving a widow, but no chUdren, 
the widow ©ucceeds to the .whole, 
estate abiiolutely. In British Col- 
umbia she is entitled to one-half,

"In order to preserve to tho 
white relatives of the factors of 
the company -^h omight die with 
out (a '.will any- iprp.pfeir.ty they 
left, provisions were placed in the 
law many years ago which, exclud 
ed the wife- from the full enjoy- 
ment of-"lier husband's property. 
As in thpse dasy many of the fac- 
tors came to Canada and married 
Indian wcmen according to the 
custom of .the country they may 
have some necessity, fpr such, law 
ij.iL ihe same law applies to the 
white wives of ahy citizen of tiR; 
province ot B. C. to-day. - Oth- 
er laws have changed and it -seems 
that aa ''social conditions change 
so should- the laws, that the wife 
of -every citiaen should not be 
classed wl'-h the uncultured ivifc of 
the old trading post days.
